TEE APPEOPPdATEU NOTES. 

Tho learned judge who presided in the 
Eaquimalt election ease dealt so effectu- 
ally with the conduct of tho provincial 
secretary in appropriating the shorthand 
writer's notes as to render newspaper 
comment unnecessary. In all our experi- 
ence we have never known a public oflicor 
to be so severely or so deservedly cen- 
sured as Mr. Armstrong at the hands of 
Mr. Justice Gkay. The shorthand writer 
was appointed by the government after a 
long delay and his notes belonged to tho 
court. The act places the responsibility 
of transmitting the evidence to the House 
upon the judge. It is a responsibility 
which ho cannot evade if ho would; but 
in tho face of the statute the provincial 
secretary has appropriated the official re- 
porter's notes and, according to tho organ, 
intends to hold on to them under tho 
flimsy plea that because tho government 
employed the shorthand writer the notes 
are thoir's. If this rule were to obtain in 
all departments of tho government what 
security would there be I Take the regis- 
trar genoral, for instance. The govern- 
ment pay him (very poorly, indeed), but 
will any one assert that the government 
by virtue of that employment, have the 
ri^'ht to go rooting among the title deeds 
of property in that officers safe and bear 
uway such as they may wish ( The gov 
ornmont also pays the registrar of the 
Huprorno Court; but will oven Mr. Arm- 
strong— with his deep erudition, his 
legal knowledge, and his high attainments 
in orthography— intimate that he has a 
right to enter that, office and bear oil' 
documents which pertain to cases now in 
court? The pretension is both unconsti- 
tutional and dangerous, calculated to drag 
the courts into the mire of politics. The 
late atturnoy-goiieral was defeated in per- 
sistent efforts to tho same end, and wo 
oui but express deep regret at finding 
Mr. HiiTT following in the unworthy 
footsteps of his predecessor and sustain- 
ing Mr. Armstrong in his impudent at- 
tempt to defeat the ends of justice. 

IJELESSL'PS AS A DIPLOMAT. 

M. DoLesseps according to Arabi's own 
statement, was actually the dofender of 
the canal. Ho seems to havo accomplish- 
ed his task by themost consummate piece 
of acting ever brought into real life. He 
convinced Arabi that ho had the French, 
the Germans and the Russians all at his 
back in his promise to keep the English 
out of the canal, and actually obtained or 
forged documents to establish his asser- 
tion. Further than this he exhibited the 
liiaddest hatrod of England, evon to the 
oxtont of tearing an Engiish-mado collar 
from his neck and dancing on it. "This," 
says his son Victor DoLesseps, in describ- 
ing tho occurrence, "was my august 
father's response to tho insolence of tho 
invader." When, howover, the English 
were fairly in possession of the canal and 
that highway was safe from barbarism, 
t he august old gentleman took off his hat 
and bowed and said ho was sorry there 
had been a misunderstanding. It is now 
wonderful that the Oriental heart of Ar- 
abi should bo bittor at being outdone at 
Oriental duplicity. 

EGYPT'S FUTURE. 

It is difficult to understand . just what 
the policy of tho British government with 
regard to Egypt is. Ministers are not 
reticent on the subject, but it is not easy 
reconciling tho apparently contradictory 
statements on the subject. When Lord 
Northbrouk tolls lb, for instance, that 
the govornmont has no desire to annex 
or govern Egypt, and anothor mombor of 
tho esecutivo, Mr. Courtnoy, tolls us 
that it intends to detach Egypt from tho 
Sultan, and then tells tho Khedive that 
his future position depends upon his 
management of affairs, what aro wo to 
believe? Ono says that the policy of 
England is not to govern Egypt, while 
the other says that it is to govern through 
tho Khedive. It is not possible to look 
after the Suez canal without virtually 
governing Egypt. Ono thing is clear and 
that is that the bondholders and foreign 
office holders are no longer to rule. 

DESTRUCTION OP A 2TEW YOUE 
THEATRE 

"With a Part of Mrs. Langtry's Ward- 
robe. 

New Yokk, Oct. 30.— Abbey Park The- 
atre took firo this afternoon, and was 
totally destroyod. Tho fire Btarted in 
tho proscenium, in tho rear of the second 
tier of boxes on the right of tho stago, 
behoved to bo caused by a gas explosion. 
Tho flames spread with great rapidity, 
caught in the drop curtain and drove 
from the building tho stage hands, who 
were setting the sta(,'e in order. They 
previously made a vain effort to put out 
tho fire with extinguishers, but they 
would not work. Honry Clarke, a stage 
hand, was burned in endeavoring to lower 
tho drop curtain. Ho jumped from the 
roar window into Broadway, a height of 
twonty foot, and had his leg broken; \Vm. 
Doran, 27 years old, a scene painter, was 
badly burned. Mrs. Langtry's costumes 
for "An Unequal Match," tho play in 
which, to-night, sho was to make her first 
appearance in America, was burned, to- 
gether with tho costumes of all the other 
ineinbors of tho company, and very valu- 
able scenery. Nothing was Baved. The 
loss is over 8100,000. Mrs. Langtry and 
Mrs. Labouchero watched tho fire from 
tho balcony of the Albemarle Hotel, two 
blocks away. 

OroffOL. 

- 

Portland, Oct. 30.— Tho body of the 
man found at Swan Island is that of Carl 
Anderson, formerly a saloon keeper of 
Chicago. He arrived hero six weeks ago, 
and intended to go into business. At the 
inquest this afternoon it was developed 
that Anderson had boon shot with a shot- 
gun, the charge entering behind tho right 
ear and coming out of tho right oye, a 
few shots passing through tho rim of his 
hat. Ho was seen on tho 9th, and said 
he intended to leave by steamer on the 
13th.- Ho was known to have had a belt- 
full of gold twenties on his body. This 
money, together with a gold watch and 
chain, and whatever change was in the 
pocket, is missing. Ho was accompanied 
from Chicago by a woman supposed to 
have been his mistress, and his brother. 
They have, disappeared, and suspicion 
points to them as being, implicated in the 
murder.

— The syndicate of the 
furniture trade has objected to the ultima- 
tum of employer*, and will lock them 
out. Proclamations are posted on the 
walli iu Saint Sulpice, asking the people 
to commit no acts of violence against the 
State driving bourgooise. Affixed to the 
proclamations are as signatures the repre- 
sentation of a drawn dagger. Tho docu- 
ments end thus: "Most aux oxploitours, 
vivo revolution socfalo." Tho police have 
removed these proclamations. 

Tlie river Seine is rising rapidly. A 
waterspout destroyod seven bridges at 
Saint Raphael, and stopped traffic be- 
tween Marseilles and Cannes. The latter 
town is inundated, and the dykes at 
Ligne havo been carried away. 

Edinburgh, Oct. 30.— A wealthy resi- 
dent of Higlands, Scotland, lias offered 
to pay all the payable arrears of rent of 
the crofters of the Island of Skye. It ia 
not necessary to send the militia to 
execute the law, and that riots will be 
averted. 

London, Oct. 30. — It is stated the gov- 
ernment has decided that Dufferin, tho 
British Ambassador at Constantinople, 
shall go to Cairo for a time, to direct ne- 
gotiations of Egyptian affairs. 

Australia. 

Mklbolt.nk, Oct. 8. — Per steamship 
Zealandia: The assembly is principally 
engaged with the railway bill. As passed 
tho committee it provides for 850 miles 
(jf new railway. 

The harbor trust board have asked for 
power to borrow §1,000,000 for various 
necessary works to bring shipping to Mel- 
bourne. 

Accounts from a majority of agricultur- 
al districts are nioro cheerful. 

The commission continues the investi- 
gation into the disorganization of tho po- 
lice force, 

The success of the British arms in 
Egypt was celebrated by demonstrations 
on the 24th ult. 

Parkes, who suffered from a severe in- 
disposition, is now convalescent and has 
resumed his official duties. 

Lackey, minister of works, tendered his 
resignation, but withdrew it at the re- 
quest of his colleagues. 

The government propose to erect a 
handsome permanent strusturo on the site 
of tho crystal palace lately destroyed. 

Rain is much needed, tho protracted 
drought being injurious to all interosts. 

In consoquence of the dearncss of pro- 
visions several trade strikes havo occurred 
for an advance in wages. 

Tho Kingicm Encouraging Immigra- 
tion— Pino Sho-wing of Ex- 
ports— Shipwrock, oto. 

Honolulu, Oct. 22. via. S.S. Zelan- 
dia to San Francisco, Oct. 29. — Tho 
British barque Niagara was wrecked at 
the entrance to Honolulu harbor, owing 
to slipping i hawser attached to a tug. 
About 400 tons of a cargo of 1500 tons 
of wheat was Baved. 

Tho Planter's Company havo just been 
holding their annual meeting in Honolu- 
lu. Thoy have made arrangements con- 
jointly with the government to introduce 
a largo number of immigrants. About 
5000 Japanese are expected hero in tho 
next twelve months; also 2000 Portu- 
guese and 1000 Germans. The Govern- 
ment pay the passages of women and 
childron. 

Receipts at the Horlolulu customs 
house arc unusually large. At prosont 
rate of importation customs receipts will 
bo fully half a million dollars per annum. 
Tho exports from the kingdom during the 
year that closed September 30th last wero 
a little over $7,000,000. 

The incoming sugar crop is now esti- 
mated at 140,000,000 pounds. 

H. M. S. Sappho Capt. Olurk, loft 
Honolulu for Coquimbo a few days 
ago. 

New Zealand. 

Wellington, Oct. 8 — Parliament was 
prorogued Sent. 15. During the session 
112 acts passed. §50,000 for defense pur- 
poses was voted. 

Tho customs rovonue for six months 
ending tho 20th Septenibor was 8762,577, 
being §12,577 more that a half estimate 
for tho year. 

The vacant portfolio of the ministry 
has been offered to E. G. Wright, Canter- 
bury. The reply has not yet been re- 
ceived. 

South America. 

Panama, Oct. 30.— On Saturday 4000 
to 5000 rebels at Jacktilan, a hotbed of 
malcontents, about twonty miles from 
Salina Cruse, surrendered. Soldiers are 
taking away their arms. Tho rebels are 
overrunning the country, robbing and kill- 
tng people. Troops are marching to meet 
them.

Municipal Police Court. 

(Before Hon. A. F. I'emberton.) 

Tuesday, Oct. 31. 

A man charged with being drunk and 
disorderly was fined five shillings or six 
hours and 50 cents cost of arrest. 

Sam Low was charged with assault- 
ing Ah Leo in a waahhouse on Yates 
street. 

Mr. Wise appeared for the defence. 

Tho prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Ah Leo, sworn, stated that on the 
morning of the 31st at 7 o'clock, the ac- 
cused struck him with a stick at a wash- 
house on Yates street; Sam Low used bad 
language to another Chinaman and they 
were quarrelling and witness tried to 
separate them; Sam Low then struck him 
saying "It is none of your business"; ho 
struck with a stick and hit witness on the 
head. 

To Mr. Wise — The prisoner was his 
master; he struck witness; he, witness, 
called him a bad name in Chinese. The 
prisoner told him to go away and mind 
his own bujiness. 

Otlicor Hough stated that yesterday 
morning about 9 o'clock he saw (he com- 
plainant in Bastion Square. Uu was 
bleeding from a wound in the head and 
ho went with him to Yates street, and he 
pointed out the prisoner. When the pri- 
soner saw witness he ran up Yates street 
and Government street to Ty Yune'a 
store where ho arrested him at the cor- 
ner of Pandora and Government streets. 

Ah Fung, sworn, stated he was at the 
waahhouse when tho disturbance tool, 
place between the prisoner ami another 
Chinaman. The complainant interfered I 
between the two; witness was outside and 
heard complainant usj bad language to 
his master. 

The dofondaut sworn, stated that he 
wont to the waahhouse that morning and 
the complainant refused to work. Wit- 
ness told him to leave, but lie refused 
and ho tried to put liiin out. Complain- 
ant used bad language, and witness struck 
him with a stick. 

Sunt. O'Connor said there wore con 
tinual rows at this wash house. 

His honor intimated that this was not 
the proper way of settling these difficul- 
ties. The Chinese were not so orderly as 
they used to be. He would tine the pri- 
soner §20 to be levied by distress, and in 
default ono month in jail. 

Tho complainant's face presented a very 
dilapidated appearance in court, though 
tho wounds were of a superficial nature, 
and would have been much ameliorated 
by the application of some soap and 
water, 

ATTEMPTING TO KNTF.lt A IlOl'HE. 

Ah Sam was charged with being unlaw- 
fully on the premises of William Manson, 
Pioneer street, on the evening of the 30th 
October, with intent to feloniously enter 
the same. 

William Manson, sworn, stated that 
he was going to bod about D:30 on the 
evening of the 30th when he thought he 
heard tho gate creak. He wont into the 
back yard, and before he could hide, tho 
prisoner came round tho cornor of his 
houso looking first into the dining room 
window, then through tho two kitchen 
windows, and afterwards went to the spare 
room door, but it was well fastened. He 
returned to the dining room window, and 
looked through the window several min- 
utes. He then observed witness and at- 
tempted to escapo through tho gate, but 
witness seized him and took him into the 
houso. Ho said "me no stealie." He 
struck witness with his umbrella. In the 
meantime Mr. Evans a neighbor came in, 
and witness asked him "gain what he was 
after. He replied he was looking for his 
friend. They took him to jail, when he 
offered ten dollars if they would let him 
go. They gave the prisoner in charge of 
officer Speed. 

Thos. Evans stated that he heard a 
noise last night and went to Mr.Mnnson's 
house and saw that he was holding a 
Chinaman by the arm in the hallway, 
from which ho walked him into the kitch- 
en. Witness here corroborated the evi- 
dence already given; witness assisted Mr 
Manson to bring the prisoner to jail. On 
leaving tho house the prisoner shouted 
very loud. Last Friday night the gate 
and windows of witness' house were tried. 
Tho prisoner was searched in jail when a 
key produced was taken from him. 

Officer Speed stated that on the even- 
ing in question botween and 10 o'clock 
ho was on duty, when he met the prison- 
er in charge of the two witnesses, who 
handed him over to witness. On search- 
ing him at the jail the brass key produced 
was found on him. 

The prisoner said the key belonged to 
his boss, but was unable to make it un- 
derstood who he was. 

At the request of Snpt. O'Connor the 
prisoner was remanded until Friday that 
further enquiries might be made concern- 
ing him.

LORNS AND LABOR- 

The Governor General Among the 
Factories. 

Yesterday His Excellency the Governor 
General, Col. DeWinton and Mayor 
Shakespeare started out at 11 :30 for a 
round of calls among tho industrial es- 
tablishments of this city which, for want 
of time wero not visited prior to his visit 
to tho interior. The Belmont boot and 
shoo factory had tho honor of the first 
call. All the processes by which leather 
is converted into boots and shoes of all 
sizes and all prices were minutely en- 
quired into with much interest on the 
part of His Excellency, who left an order 
for the establishment' to fill. Mr. R. T. 
Williams' bookbindry was next visited; 
many questions pertaining to this indus- 
try were asked and satisfactorily answer- 
ed by the proprietor. The heavy, expen- 
sive and intricate machinery in use was 
very much admired, as was also the ex- 
quisite work plain and fancy which is 
boing daily turned out of this bindery; 
but for which many thousands of dollars 
would bo annually sent out of the prov- 
ince. Here also the Marquis left a hand- 
some order. Swickard's glove factory 
was the third establishment called upon. 
Hero everything was explained in connec- 
tion with this new and rising industry, 
with which His Excellency seemed much 
gratified. An extensive order for gloves 
of different descriptions had already been 
given this establishment resulting from 
the glove exhibit at the lato agricultural 
fair. A still more recently established 
industry was next examined, namely, the 
new broom factory on corner of Douglas 
and Cormorant streets. His Excellency 
was much pleased to hear that tho broom 
making business is prospering beyond all 
the anticipations of tho projector. Sev- 
eral heavy orders are now being filled. 
From here the party drove over to Dou- 
gall's foundry anil were shewn the fine 
machinery with vvliich.it is tittc-d up. The 
match factory across the bridge was next 
called on, and His Excellency was parti- 
cularly interested in the rise and progress 
of this branch of industry, as well as the 
means that arc made uso of to convert a 
cord wo >d stick of white pine into the in- 
dispensable article of household and to- 
bacco consumers' use that is sent out in 
such immense numbers from this estab- 
lishment. Sayward's mills, Muirhuad A- 
Mann's sash and door factory, Shaw & 
Kuna's boiler making establishment and 
that of Mr. Wilson adjoining woro then 
visited and much information elicited on 
these important industries. The last call 
for tho day was made at Mr. Bunster's 
brewery on Johnson streot. Here the 
ex-M. P. was found hard at work chop- 
ping wood, with the cares of state laid 
aside, and preparations for making the 
Englishman's beverage actively going on. 
After a pleasant chat here II is Excel- 
lency and tho Colonel drove back to Gov- 
ernment House at 2:30 p.m. 

Eastorn Canada Mail. 

(IVr Steamer North Pacific) 

COUOUHO, Oct. lit: — At the assizes held 
here before his lordship Judge Osier, the 
first case on the docket this morning was 
that of Miss Hattie Wright, indicted for 
manslaughter. The prisoner who is a fine 
looking young lady of about thirty yoars, 
was arraigned for the shooting of a man 
named Ryan, of the town of Brighton. 
It appears that the deceased who was in- 
toxicated, came to the prisoner's houso 
mi the evening of 27th August last about 
11 p. in., and walking around tho house 
tried to get into the kitchen, when ho 
was heard by the prisoner and another 
young lady who was sleeping with hor 
named Carter. The prisoner got up 
opened the shutter and saw a man in tho 
yard, and becoming frightened went and 
got the revolver for the purpose of fright- 
ening him away, they being alone in the 
house at the time. She fired out in the 
yard and the ball struck Ryan, who died 
twelve hours afterwards. Tho trial last- 
ed nearly all day and a great many wit- 
nesses wero called, who testified to the 
prisoner's good character. Hon. Sydney 
Smith, Q O., defended the prisoner; Mr. 
Guthrie, O.C. , of Guelph, conducted the 
case for tho crown. Tho jury retired and 
after an absence of threo hours, returned 
with a verdict of " guilty," with a strong 
recommendation to mercy. Mr. Guthrie 
then moved that the sentence of the 
court be passed, and his lordship asked 
the prisoner if she had anything to say 
why tlie sentence of tho court should not 
be passod upon her. The prisoner re- 
plied lhat she did not intend to shoot him 
— then she broko down and wept. His 
lordship then sentenced her to be confined 
in Cobourg gaol for six months, which 
was the lightest sentence he could give 
under the circumstances. 

London, Oct. 17. — Lieut. Nancy Chap- 
man (hin» ina Nancy) of the salvation 
army, arrived here this afternoon from 
Toronto. There was quite a number of 
the London contingent in readiness to 
meet their companion in arms, and as soon 
us she arrived on the platform, oneaftor the 
other they advanced in rapid succession 
and saluted the now arrival with a hearty 
ki-<. exclaiming at the same time " Hal- 
lelujah !" t ' winch salutation tho Toron- 
to sister replied "amen." 

Ottawa, Oct. 17.— Rev. Dr. Cooper, 
of Chicago, who is temporarily minister- 
ing to the Reformed Episcopal congrega- 
tion here, last evening expressed his bo- 
lief in a hades, or place where tho souls 
of the departed in Christ are detained un- 
til the time of the general resurrection, 
and in the presence in our midst of tho 
souls of the saints of God. He announces 
that his doctrine of hades is distinct from 
the Catholic belief in purgatory. 

St. John, N.B., Oct. 13.— OscarWilde 
arrived here to-day and lectured in the 
institute to night. He had a sad experi- 
ence at Moncton last night, being arrested 
by the Y.M.C.A. management for breach 
of ooutract to lecture under the auspices 
of tho association. It cost tho apostle 
§100 to settle the matter. 

Montreal, Oct. 13. — The defendants 
in the McNamee libel suit against tho 
"Post" newspaper presented the plain- 
tiff with a bill of costs for §787. Judje 
Ramsay, who' presided, said if there was 
law authorizing him to disallow it alto- 
gether he would do so. He reduced it to 
$160. 

A cablegram received in Montreal yes- 
terday states that Lord Elphinstono has 
been elected president of tho Northwest 
Land Company, in succession to the Duke 
of Manchester, who lias resigned. The 
stock appreciated on the strength of the 
report. 

St. John, N. B. , Oct. 17.— Tho ex- 
citement is increasing at Fredericton res- 
pecting the impending Scott act election, 
which takes place on the 20th inst. Tho 
temperance men aro holding a sories of 
revival meetings, while tho anti-Scott 
people are pursuing a vigorous canvas. 
The latter claim that tho law will be ro- 
noaled, but the supporters of the act aro 
equally confident that it will be sustained 

Winnipeg, Oct. Ki.— Judge Miller's 
resignation, offered Bomo time ago, has 
been accepted by the government, to tako 
effect on December 31at. 



: LONDON LETTER. 

Tho Openlnsr 6t Parliament and tho 
Plans and Purposes of Party 
Leaders— Two Marriages without 
Legal Ooremonios. Etc. 

New York, Oct. 29.— The "Tribune's" 
London cable 3ays: Two rather important 
events have marked the opening week of 
the session of Parliament. The first was 
the adoption by the opposition of a policy 
of obstruction, and the second was open 
insubordination in the tory ranks not yet 
amounting to a revolt, but seriously com- 
promising Sir Stafford Northcote's posi- 
tion. ' 

Lord Randolph Churchill's motion of 
adjournment on tho first night, though 
sanctioned by Sir Stafford Northcoto, 
looked uncommonly like taking tho lead- 
ership into his own hands. Randolph, it 
is known, has resolved to pursue tactics 
much more hostile than Sir Stafford 
Northcote approved, and the latter 
though sustained by a powerful section of 
the party, has twice this week shewn a 
LACK OF COUKAOK 

to enforce his authority— on Thursday 
night declining to vote against Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill after speaking against 
him, while those on the front benches 
voted as Sir Stafford Northcote spoke. 
Lord Randolph last night, to the groat 
scandal of the house, assailed Sir Stafford 
Northcoto in a decisive apoech, taunting 
his leader with a lack of courage, avowing 
a sympathy with the Irish of obstructing, 
and his determination to avail himself of 
all forms of tho house to defeat tho clo- 
ture. 

Sir Stafford Northcote made no reply. 

The ministers meanwhile follow steadily 
tlho line marked our from the beginning 
w ith this distinction, that whereas on 
Tuesday it was doubtful whether Glad- 
stone would enforce party discipline to 
secure the rejection of Gibson's two- 
r, hi ids amendment, his speech last night 
was understood as pledging him to be the 
principal in the above movement. 

W AM INO FOR A IKST VOTE. 
The first critical division will be taken on 
lhat amendment next week. Allowing 
every doubtful liberal, the Paruellites and 
koiies to be combined, the liberals have 
calculated on a majority of nearly fifty. 
.If this proves correct business will move 
ainieh more rapidly after this vote. 

Mr. Parnoll is somewhat mysterious as 
to his intentions, but to day's belief is 
that Parnollitcs will be allowed to vote as 
they like, in which case a majority of 
them will support the miuistors. Though 
intending in most other points to oppose 
the government, an immense majority of 
the rules aro puroly frivolous. 

Bright'a letter,- meant for tho weak- 
kneed liberals, truthfully says that their 
chief objection to their minister's scheme 
is that it is not stringent enough. Ill 
spito.of tho slow progress tho ministry 
are better satisfied with tho week's work 
titan the opposition, in whose ranks is 
dissension. 

FEELING AGAINST OBSTRUCTION. 
Tho Carlton club meeting showed a strong 
feeling among the most respectable mem- 
bers of the party against obstruction. 
There is a strong dislike to any policy re- 
quiring a prolonged stay in London. The 
whips say it is doubtful whether a full at- 
tendance will be obtainable except for 
ono or two of the most important discus- 
sions. 

TUB EOYPTI.VN POLICY. 

Thero have been no revelations of Egypt- 
ian policy, nor do the tories now intend 
to force a debato till later on in tho ses- 
sion. Sir Wilfred Lawson in opposition 
to the vote of thanks to tho army and 
navy, recoived one English vote. " Rich- 
ard," a professional, peaceful half-penny 
paper, supports Sir Wilfred Lawson. All 
hit othor allies are Irish. 

TUK RETURNED TROOPS. 

The immense demonstration on Tuesday 
to the returning troops sufficiently shows 
the feeling. Certainly thero was half a 
million of people turned out to welcome 
the Life Guards.

THE TltOCBLES IN FRANCE. 
It is supposed that the outrages that have 
been perpetrated at Montceau-les-mines 
will ere long be repeated in various partB 
of the country and in all likelihood upon 
a larger scale, with the probablo result 
of driving Grevy from the presidency and 
restoring Gambetta to actual and perhaps 
elevating him to tho nominal power as 
well, as the only possible savior of so- 
ciety — his old role. Tho French cham- 
bers are altogether too weak to deal with 
such a crisis. 

MARRIED WITHOUT CEREMONY. 
M. Elisos Reclus has married his two 
daughters to two gentlemen of tendencies 
equally radical with his own, and in doing 
so has seen fit to dispense with any cere- 
mony whatovcr, civil or religious. This 
extraordinary proceeding is attributed to 
a desire on his part to restore to the mar- 
riage contract the charm of its primeval 
simplicity. It has made a very painful 
impression npon his many friends in Eng- 
land. He is known to most everybody 
concerned with educational and scientific 
progress.

English Mail.

The Shah of Persia will visit St. Pe- 
tersburg next January.

Tho procession was head- 
ed by eleven girls dressed in the stylo of 
Italian peasants, carrying tambourines, 
with which they accompanied the singing; 
ono of thein, who had been latoly turned 
out of doors because she joined tho Ar- 
my, caused a great deal of notice by 
wearing a large white pinafore, upon 
which was written a text of Scripture. 
The feeling shown throughout tho ser- 
vice was intense. The singing was ac- 
companied by a piano, harp, cornets, 
trombones, drums and fifes, the maidens 
occasionally exocuting a war dance. 

One of tho youngest suicides in tho 
history of crime was Maurice Barrow, 
aged ton, wdio deliberately hangod him 
self last month at the lloys's Industrial 
School, Felthom, England. He was 
not driven to desperation by outrageous 
treatment, but on the contrary, camo to 
the conclusion that life was not worth 
living bocauso the labor master prevent- 
ed him from bursting a frog which he had 
skillfully inflated with a blow-pipe. Tho 
jury found that he hanged himself while 
of sound mind. "That," said the Curo- 
nor, "is felo-de se;" and so tho verdict 
was recorded.

Santa Barbara, Oct. 27.— Mrs. J. 
W. Eames of Galeta was poisoned yes- 
terday by taking a dose of arsenic under 
tho supposition that it was magnesia. 
Eames and his wife have quarrelled con- 
stantly during the past year, and he was 
at one time arrested for whipping her. A 
divorce was finally obtained but last Sun- 
day ho visited tho house, taking with 
him a can containing a white powder. A 
portion of this powder was taken by 
Mrs. Eames and after Buffering agony 
for some hours she died last evening. 
There is considerable excitement in the 
community. 

Yrkka, Oct. '11. — P. F. McManus, 
mail carrier betweon Yreka and Plovna, 
on the Orogon and Link villo road, was 
found dead this morning near Shovel 
Creek, Klamath river. Tho axle of tho 
wagon broko on the outsido of tho grade, 
throwing the wagon off and upon Mc- 
Manus, rolling ovur twice. 

Triickek, Oct. 28. — A (ire started in 
Paul Meok's brewery about 4, (JO this af- 
ternoon. Tho American hotel, Sherritt 
house, Harrison's brick, Stevenson's 
house and Hamlet Davis' store have 
burned. At present writing (8 p. m.) it 
ooks doubtful if tho town can be saved. 

Donahue, Gal., Oct. 29. — At Gnome- 
ville, Saturday evening, Maurice nart- 
woll was killed in a quarrel at Folk's 
hotel about a job of work, by John Tom- 
liiiBon. Both men arc Canadians. Tom- 
linson is a property owner and an old 
resident. Hartwell is a laborer and a re- 
cent arrival. Tho deceased was knocked 
down and received several kicks, which 
probably caused death. Toralinsoii was 
taken to Santa Rasa and lodged in jail. 
Tho coroner held an inquest to-day which 
was not concluded. 



Chicago, Oct. 28.— Mrs. Scoville hav- 
ing beon found by a jury to bo insane, 
has disappeared and careful search has 
failed to find her. 

Fall River, Oct. 20.— Flin's mill was 
totally destroyed by lire this afternoon. 
Tt was valued at §800,000 ; insured for 
SG0O.OOO. The fire caught from a belt in 
tho picker room and spread rapidly 
through the building. 

New York, Oct. 28. -Ohas. Schnatz, 
agod 35, a foreman of the A venue railroad 
company at sixty-fifth stroet and third 
avenue, mado a deliberate attempt this 
afternoon to murder his uncle, the presi- 
dent of the company in tho latter's office. 
He Cred two shots at him without doing 
any harm. Then putting tho pistol to his 
own head he blew his brains out. 

The factory of the Rubber Comb and 
Jowellery Company at Bloomingdale, N. 
J., has been attached by the Lincoln bank 
in suits for §0000. The company was 
forced into suspension by tho failure of 
Alonzo Fallot, note broker; liabilities are 
said to be §500,000. The creditors of 
the company aro endeavoring to effect a 
settlement una basis of 75 cents on the 
dollar.

Montreal, Oct. 27.— The local branch 
of the land league at Montreal have re- 
solved to fall in line with tho new organ- 
ization and bo known as the national 
league branch, acknowledging allegiance 
to Parnell. 

Montreal, Oct. 30. — Constablo Green 
of tho city police force was arrosted to- 
day for arson. 

St. Johns, Newfoundland, Oct. 30.— 
Candidates for the local Legislature wero 
nominated to-day. Polls will be taken 
on Saturday next. It is behoved the re- 
turn of the Whitoway Government means 
confederation with Canada. 

Montkk.u., Oct. 25.— Adam, Hopo el- 
Company, hardware merchants of Ham- 
ilton, the parent house of the firm which 
lately succumbed here, has suspended. 
Liabilities estimated all the way from 
threo-quartors of a million to §1,000,000. 
A mooting of creditors is called for Nov- 
ember 4th.

THE COWBOY DUEL 

CATTLE KINGS' DESPERATE WAY OF SETTL- 
ING A QUARREL. 

(Denver Republican.) 

John Kelly, one cf the participants in 
the famous '"'cowboy duel," arrived hero 
yesterday. He ia a remarkable man. 
Born in Buffalo about thirty years ago, hu 
came West at an early age, and became 
pretty well known as " Kid Frank." Af- 
ter leading an adventuoua lifo ho married 
a well-to-do Mexican woman, and by her 
secured a fine ranch forty miles square in 
old Moxico on the San Pedros river, 
closo to the line. He became known far 
and wide by his skill in shooting, and 
was generally avoided by men desirous 
of killing porno one for the sake of notor- 
iety. His herd grow rapidly until about 
four mouths ago, when ho found his band 
of 3000 head of cattle worth nearly 8100,- 
000. He determined to sell 2500 head, 
and gathering up 1500 head more he 
staoted to drive to Denver, a distance of 
nearly 1500 mile3. His outfit consisted 
of thirty-two cowboys and Frank took 
command of tho expedition. The trip 
was a very long and severe one, but by 
using great care the losses were small. 
Tho party started May 23d, and made a 
slow inarch across the burning plains and 
trackless wastes of Arizona and New- 
Mexico, until September 8th found thorn 
fifty miles north of Trinidad and an equal 
distance east of Cucharas. The Kelly 
outfit went into camp for a day near the 
camp of Goorgo Howard, a large cattle 
grower. Tho latter had a herd of 3000 
cattle, and commanded twenty-eight cow- 
boys. Tho two herds became mixed up 
while travelling close together, and How- 
ard made a claim for cattle which Kelly 
considered unjust, and refused it. This 
angered Howard, and words followed. 
Kelly claimed Howard had some of his 
cattle and offered to exchange, but the 
latter refused and tho quarrel becamo 
very dangerous. The cowboys on each 
sido gathered around, and began to 
handle thoir weapons in a manner which 
indicated that they meant business. 

Kelly saw tho danger. He knew if a 
tight should occur between such deadly 
marksmen thero would hardly be a man 
left to toll the tale, and in addition to 
thu loss of human life, tho huge herds of 
cattle would bo scattered and all hands 
ruined. Just as the cloud of war was 
about to burst ho conceived a plan to 
avoid bloodshed, and broached it to How- 
ard, who agreed to it. The plan was as 
follows: Each was to select six cowboys, 
the best shots in their outfits, and placing 
them in the lino fifty yards distant on 
horseback, to give tho word " Firo 1 " 
and let thoin settle the dispute This 
novel method of settling a difference was 
hailed with delight by the men on oach 
sido and volunteois wero numerous. 
Kelly selected six inon who had been 
with him a long time and been triod and 
proved in many a dosporato situation. 
Howard Bolected six of his best men. 
There was no time lost in preparing for 
the duel, which was to bo tho greatest af- 
fair of the kind ever known. The men 
of the opposing sides retired to thoir 
camp and oooly mado preparations for 
the feast of death. They groomed their 
horses, oilod and cleaned their rovolvors, 
and putting their saddles on with 'caro, 
rode out to the fight. "Kid Frank's" 
men wore armed with Winchester revol- 
vers, 38 and 44 caliber, long barreled, 
and Howard's six, carried Colt's improv- 
ed. Each man knew his weapon ami his 
horse, and all - woro fully aware of the 
fact that the men standing so grimly in 
front of thorn wore equally well equipped. 

The opposing duelists were drawn up in 
line facing each other at 3 o'clock in the 
aftornoon. Thesight wasone which few men 
have looked upon. Fifty yards apart stood 
likestatuestwolinosofinen, horBe and rider 
almost ono, every duelist grasping a huge, 
glittering revolver in each hand, with the 
roins in his tocth or hanging loosely, for 
these daro-devil riders of the South guide 
their horses with thoir knees, as tho 
scarcely nioro savage Indian does. Around 
about, carelessly in the rango of stray 
bullets, were the friends of both parties, 
mounted on their horses, watching tho 
fight and to seo that no advantage should 
betaken. At either sido was the chief, 
who had sent these men out to die. Over 
all brooded a death like silence, while on 
all the swelling, rolling, silent plain shone 
the gold of the bright Septombor sun. 
Tho man who was detailed to give tho 
word which was destined to Croat a whirl- 
wind of death started forward. At the 
first move there waa a shiver of life along 
both lilies, but it was not a shiver of 
foar. Each man straightened himself, 
grasping his pistol the firmer, and sing- 
ling outhis oppenont. Tho umpire lifted 
his hand, and suddenly on tho still air 
came the cry of doom, "Firo !" At the 
word twelve hoises bounded forward, and 
twelve pistol shots rang out. Throe of 
Howard's men threw up their hands and 
fell from their horses, whilo only one 
of Kelly's men fell. Kelly's mon, not 
heeding their comrade's death, Bped 
straight towards the three mon in front of 
them. Tho latter dropped thoir pistols in 
their bridle hands and pulled their horses 
up, whilo their five enemies camo riding 
swiftly on, pouring a hail of bullets in 
from a pistol in every hand. The How- 
ard men saw tho odds. They were too 
great, and, turning swiftly, they ran, 
turning in their saddles as they tlew, and 
bravely returning the fire. In three brief 
minutes the duol was foughc and won, 
and four dead mun lay upon tho ground. 
Frank rode up to Howard and said, 
"Now you and I will settle with eaoh 
other." 

"No," repliod Howard, as ho looked 
sadly at tho dead men; "I am satis- 
fied." 

"Very well," said Kolly, and orders 
were given to exchange the cattlo.
